CORRECTIONAL FACILITIES Requests
the Dept. Of Public Safety and Corrections to
study laws and policies relative to benefits,
including sick leave, for teachers at facilities
under the jurisdiction of the office of juvenile
justice who are injured or disabled as a result
of assault or battery while acting in their
official capacity

CRIME Provides for fines associated with
selling tobacco, alternative nicotine, or vapor
products to persons under the age of 18
